SHOE MACHI NERY OFFICIAL BLAME S PRESIDENT 

- Boston, November 19. — One of the most interesting studies of that 
phase of the political situation wlilcli concerns the attitiuh' of "biK busi- 
nesa" toward the Wilson administration ia afforded by the simultaneous 
pnblieatieB of aa attack on Wilson and the preaent regulation of bosinns 
from the pen of an official of the I'nited Shoe .Mochinery Company, and the 
iaaoauce of an injunction in the I uited States District Court iu St. Louis 
againat the eafOreemeat of the eoatracta of the same company. 

The injunction was granted on .Vovt-mbcr 10. and on the same day Hoa. 
Louis A. t'oolidge, treasurer of the l.'nited 8hoe. and former Assistaat Sec- 
retary of the Treaaury, came out with bia broodaide in The Capitalist, a 
Boston publication. The decision of the coart aad the views of the ma- 
chinery offleial are intereoting reading. 

Br ITaMed 8talM Caart At 9t Laals. 

"The qnestioB before aie ia whether 

thosf> clauses (In the fnited Shoe con- 
tracts for use of their machinery bv 
slioe mannfactnrera) are prohibited by 
the Clayton act. There can be but one 
r inclusion, and that is that all of th<' 
c auses, except one, clearly are viola- 
tions of the plain words of the stat- 
utes. There can be oo question but 
t! -If tliP Claytoi] \i f aiiiK-d direct 
ly at the di-r<'ii(linu the I'nited Shoe 
Machinery t'ompauy. 

"Ttte defendant insists that the act 
can only apply to leases made after 
tlie liiw took effect. Counsel for th>- 
defendant contends that if the injunc- 
tion, aa prayed for, be graated, ter- 
rible damage will be done, not only to 
• he defendant, hut <o hundreds of nian- 
ulacturers in the I'nited States who 
are lessees of the def^adaat 

"If the course adopted by the ile 
fe'ulni" has had the effpci of stifliiu' 
comiK-titioii and creating monopoly 
then the law ahooid be enforced, even 
if it reaalted la coing bock to the awl 
and wooden peg. 

"The continuance of the business 
heretofore practiced by the defendants 
and its leaaees ndght aad probably 
would further enrich them, but thia 
would be done at the expense of the 
men, women and children who. by rea- 
son of the Bonopoly. are forced to buy 
^•hoes froai such Issssss mr maauiae- 
turers. 

"The high prices paid by manufac- 
turera for the oae of the defendant's 
machines fall eventually on those who 
w ear the shoes. It is in the interest of 
and fur th«> beneflt of these that the 
law waa enacted. 

■ It iK iianl Io see how the iUKonulty 
of man could have devised a scheme 
that would more effeetnally create a 
monopoly than the scheBMoet forth ia 
tiie bill in this case." 

•The injunction is aimed specfflca- 

cally at that clause in the eontraetf 
which authorizes the I'nited Shoe to 
withdraw Its machines from shoe fac- 
toriea in case the contract ia violated.)

There is no phase of the road prob- 
lem more important than that of main- 
twaanra The geaerol Impression that 
there ara eeitata typaa of roads that 
are permaaant is erroaeona. No per 
manent road has ever been construct- 
ed or ever will be The only things 
about a road that may b»> considered | 
permanent are the grading, culverts | 
bridges. Roads constructed by the 
skillful highway engineera will 
ba deotreyoa by tka traOc ftoot 
rain and wind, tmless they are proper- 
ly maintained. But the life of these 
roads may be prolonged by systematic 
maintenance. A poor road will not 
only be Improved by proper mainte- 
nance, but may become better In time 
than a good road without ft. ' 

Theflrotaad laat coanaaadaMat la 
earth road maintenance ia to keep the 
surface well drained To Insure good 
drainage the ditches should be kept 
open, all obstructions removed ard a 
smooth crown maintained. Except for 
very otoay aoll, the road machine or 
Bcn^er rnvr ba aaad very effeetivdy 
for thia work. The madilaa ahe al d 
ba osed once or twice a year, and the 
work should be done when the soil is 
damp, so that It will pack and hake 
Into a hard crust. Wide and shallow 
side ditches should be maintained, 
with sufllclent fall and capacity to 
dlspooa of surtaee water. These 
ditchea can ta aioat cases be coa- 
structed and repaired with a rood ma- 
chine. 

All vegetable matter such as sods 
and weeds should be kept out of the 
road, as they make a spongy surface 
which retains moisture. Clods are also 
objectlanable. for they soon turn to 
dust or mad. and for that reason 
roads ahooid never be worked when 
dry or hard. Bowldera or loose ateasa 
are equally objectionable if a oasooth 
Burfaeft Is to be secured. 

A sfillt-log drag or som« similar de- 
vice is very useful in maintaining the 
surfa' i> after suitable ditches and cross 
sections have once been secured. Tbis 
drag caa alao be used to advantage on 
a gravel road aa well as on aa earth 
road. The principle Involved In drag- 
ging ii that clays and moKt heavy soils 
will puddle wh»>n wet and set very 
hard when ilrv The little attentioir 
that the earth road needs nnist be 
given promptly and at the i)roper time 
It the beat reaults are to be obtained.

Fift>-two years a«o today. President 
Abraham Lincoln delivered his famous 
Gettysburg a ddre ss at Oettysterg, Pa., 
an address that has lived through the 
yeurs and will live forever as the 
crowning eCort of American omtory. 
We here reproduce it in full: 

Fourscore and Heven years a^o our 
fathers brought forth upon this con- 
tinent a new natkm. oonceived in lib- 
erty and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created ecjiial 

.Now we are engaged in a great civil 
war, testiag whetter ttet aatloa, or 
any nathm so oonceived and so dedi- 
cated, can long endure. We are met 
on a great hattlolleld of that war. We 
have come to dedicate a portion of that 
field as a final resting place for those 
who here gave their lives that that 
nation might live. It is altogether fit- 
ting and proper that we steuld do this. 

Bnt in a larger sense we can not 
dedicate, we can not consecrate, we 
eaa aot tellow this ground. The brave 
men, living and dead, who struggled 
here, teve consecrated it far above 
our power to add or detract. The 
world will little note nor long remeni- 
b<*r what we say here, but it can never 
forget what they did here. It is for 
us, the living, rather, to be dedicated 
to the great task remaining before us; 
that from these honored dead we take 
iucroased devotion to ttet cause for 
which they gave the last full measure 
of devotion; that we here hisihly re- 
solve that these dead shall not have 
died in vain: that this natioo, under 
God. shall hn\e a new hirth of free- 
dom; and that Kovernnieiil of peo- 
ple, by the people and for the people, 
stell not perish from tte earth.
